HALii'A.t, N. S., March 9.— The 
steamer Manitoban arrived this after- 
noon seventeen days out from Glasgow 
with olficora and crew, tliirty-aix in 
number of tlie French ateamer Nau- 
tiipie, Captain Dragono Havre, of Haiti- 
more. The Nantique was spoken on 
February 28. She waff lying in a trough 
of tho sea perfectly helpless and almost 
turning over each time the sea atruck 
her. She left Havre January 10 aud 
from the time she left the port she ex- 
perienced a Bucceasioii of trenieudoua 
liuriieaneB. Jauu.iry '25 ahe sprang a 
leak under the engines and the pumps 
were aet agoing and kept workiug with- 
out intermission until the 30th, when a 
tremendous ."iea threw lier on her beam 
ends. The sea went down the snioko' 
slack and through the engine and fire 
rooms. Thou eiiaued a panic among 
the liremen, who imagined tho vessel 
was foundering. From that on until 
the day tho Manitoban bore in sight all 
was despair. ' 

The vessel bod become ' totally^ un- 
manageable. On February ,27 she ex- 
pericuceil another gale,: when ^he officers 
and sailors made up their j niiiids she 
was going to the bottom. On the 28th 
tlie water bad fised in the hold to such 
un extent that it was only a queatiou of 
I'.ours when she would founder. Life 
rafts and the one boat remaining wert\ 
gotten ready and victualled to abandon 
I he steamer. The rafts were over the 
side when tho .Manitoban liovo in sight. 
.Signals were made and hoats were sent 
from _lhe .Manitoban, when tho Nan- 
tiipte's ollieera and crew were taken oil'. 
All liour afterwards the Nantinne threw 
her stern np, lier bow plunged down 
and she sank. The crew w^ire badly 
used up from frost biles and minor in- 
juries. After rescuing tho Nantiqnc'a 
crew the .Manitoban had (rightful 
weath.'r, losing seven boiita and every- 
thing moveable on deck. Over 200 
head of lire cattle were either. killed or 
drowneiL

education is not practicaL The aim oi 
the educationist is not Co fit the pupil 
for the work of life, but to give him a 
smattering of many branches of knowl- 
edge that will liu of little or no iiac to 
liiiii when he lias lo earn lii.i own living. 
Not only is thu kind of edueallun that 

children receive of liitlc umc to ihum in 
after life, but it is, to a very coiisider- 
ablo rextent, positively hurtfuL it 
creates a false standard of excellcn 
What tliu school boy i.i proud of, auil 
wliut ij the oiijv'cL lit hi.s as|)iiutii>ns, i.s 
uot what thu uiuii deairca to excel in or 
what will help biai to accomplish the 
purposes of bis life. Tliuught^ul men 
see that mucli whivb tlia boy spends 
valuable time in learning is considered 
by the man uh n.liiio.-jt, if not altogether, 

USClkSB. 

Il may be .^aid tliat if the knowledge 
gained is not of iiiucli iiiiporlaiice, the 
discipline to which the pupil has been 
subjected uud the habits he has formed 
are of the greatest use to him in after 
life. This loo ia now considered a mis- 
take. Tho discipiiiie of the school is 
not like tlic di.^cipliin.- of tlie world, ^ 
and tile habit.s ot the st udeiil. arc very ] 
ditl'eront indeed iruni tlio.su of the man 
in bosineas. The consequence is that 
the boy who leaves school at the ugu ol 
sixteen or seventeen to enter any kind 
of business, nieuliiniciiil, commercial or 
professional, lias idinoat as miii;h to nii- 
Icarii as he lias to Icaiii. Ho, in the 
great majurity of cases, liuds out 
that the Uiacipliue of the school has 
be»n a very ))oor preparation for the 
life on which lie lias i;iiteicd and thai 
he lias \ ei y little use indeed lor a 
large proporliou of llie ^knowledge so- 
called, which, he acquired in his sulio(d 
days. 

Moat men see and deplore this, but 
they have been taiight to believe that 
Bchool.studies and lesson -learuing must 
have been in some niysterioos way, 

which lio tries in v.dn to iiiidui st.'.nd, 
necessary Xu prcp.i.ii; liis iii.uii tor man 
hood's Work. 'liiis is llic tradition («c 
had almost written tbs superstition) of 
his time and bis race, and he considers 
it presumptuous to question its tnitii 
and its reasonableness. But there are 
men in thefie diiy.s wlio do not allo« 
themselves to he icwed hy tradition, and 
who are iim tj ■ Le liL-ienv,! liy reverence 
ter t ii.i M i.-du, 1 (M 1 k, il ,,i,, i-~iurs iruie 
enquiring into the icmleiuiics of sy.sti'ii..i 
even the most , venerable, and from tiy ' 
ingthem by the test of reason and com 
mon sense. They li.ive tried the sys- 
tem of on li ii.i i)- ehie.it inn hy this test, 
and they lia\e ei.iiehiileil iliat il i.s far 
from beiii^ : e.r.il.

Dr. Izard, a Piirisiu.n authoritj on 
tho health of Uio .(cot,, writes as fol- 
lows to Lo Franc Parlour regarding 
the nails: "A most important part ot 
tho hygiene of the feet has for Its ob- 
Ject the nails. To-d.iy an al)sur(] cus- 
tom imi)ortod from Cliina ilecrocH iliat 
the nails of tho handa ahould bo al- 
lowed to grow long, but it does not 
apply to those of tho feet These last 
must 1)0 out rofriiliirly or thoy will 
grow Ko fust as to fold under tlio too, 
form blisters and bo us much of an au- 
noyiinco to tho boot as they aro in 
walking. They bocorae in such cases 
very painful at tho roots under tho in- 
fluonco of the least prosHuro. To ovado 
all 8uch accidents it will bo well to cut 
the ;iiail8 . each timo a foot bath is 
taken. The water will soften thorn 
and permit them to bo pared easily 
without danj,>-or of loarlnj,' thom. Sois- 
BOrs are RnHioicnt for tliid operation. 
Tho dillliHiIty in to Iniow wliotlior it is 
better to cut tho nails in a semi-cirolo 
or in a direct line. The following 
Is tho rule generally" observed: 
Wlien tho iooa aro well formed 
and tho nails (-qually so, 
when the pressure o.x'orcisod by tho 
Bhoe does not caus^ any deviation, the 
nails should bo out In a seml-olrcle in 
confoi'inity to tho rotiuul ontifiLru ration 
of tlii^ exticuiiity of tho tooH. But 
whou tho.so aro displaced or deformed 
by the action of the shoe care must bo 
taken on account ot the deformity to 
always give to tho nail that is being 
purod tlio shape of tho o.xtroinit.y of 
the too. If it bo not so pared and If 
the aides of the nail are left to pro- 
trude while the middle part has been 
cut, the leant latorjil in'ess\n-i- tm ths 
e.xt ri!inil y of tho foot eai:.-i s tho [iro- 
trudlng part ot tho nail to enlor the 
flesh of t^e protruding too. Too nar- 
row or too Bhort shoes aro apt to pro- 
dueo imicli aiinoyaiice. In siicli eaaea 
tlie nail.s must lie I'lit in oeiifermity to 
tlio shaj)e of tho toes. To pi-e\ ent tlio 
'^Bil from entering the lle.'^li ef t iie biy 
too the nail must bo cut on llie square 
rather tlian on tlie round. So say 
several iiliysicians, but I am not of 
tho sanii' <jpiiiion, heoauso o.xporieiica 
iiiiK tau^rht me Hint ll.is vieious oon- 
(oriuatiou does not in tiio least dopend 
on the manner in which the nail has 
been pared."
